Dame  Lees  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the 
various  Departments  under  the  direction  of  the  Ileal th 
Committee  for  the  year  1916.  The  absence  of  so  many 
members  of  the  permanent  staff  on  military  duty,  and  the 
lack  of  assistance  has  considerably  delayed  its  production, 
and  the  size  and  contents  have  also  been  considerably 
curtailed,  partly  with  a  view  to  economy  and  partly  owing 
to  the  difficulty  of  correctly  calculating  many  of  the 
statistics.  There  is  no  method  of  estimating  with  any 
deg  ree  of  accuracy  the  populations  of  the  various  wards  at 
the  present  time,  and  in  consequence  the  few  ward  statistics 
given  have  been  calculated  on  the  pre-war  population. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  except  for  measles, 
fortunately  of  a  mild  type,  the  town  has  been  very  free 
from  infectious  disease  throughout  the  year.  I  take  this 
opportunity  of  tendering  my  thanks  to  the  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  confidence,  and  to 
the  Staff  lor  their  willin  g  co-operation  and  assistance.

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The  General  Regulations  in  regard  to  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  have  been  issued 
in  former  Reports,  and  with  the  view  of  limiting  the  size  of 
the  Report  as  much  as  possible,  it  is  this  year  undesirable 
to  repeat  them. 


Owing  to  the  withdrawal  of  men  from  the  town  for 
Active  Service,  there  has  during  the  past  year  been  a 
great  diminution  of  the  population.  Under  normal  circum¬ 
stances  the  population  would  be  something  over  150,000 
persons.  The  Registrar-General  has  reduced  this  to  an 
estimated  population  of  13G,12G  for  deaths.  There  is  no 
military  camp  in  the  town,  and  though  several  of  the 
works  in  the  town  are  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of 
munitions,  there  has  been  no  large  influx  of  persons  for  this 
work. 


The  Report  has  been  curtailed  as  much  as  possible,  with 
the  exception  of  the  tables,  which  have  been  compiled  as 
usual,  in  order  to  have  a  complete  record  for  comparison 
•with  fixture  years.  Under  most  of  the  headings  a  bare 
statement  of  the  work  done  is  all  that  is  given.

The  natural  conditions  of  the  town  remain  the  same  as 
in  past  years,  and  it  is  unnecessary  to  recapitulate  them. 
The  principal  points  affecting  the  health  of  the  town  are 
the  elevated  position  wdth  exposure  to  the  strong  rain¬ 
bearing  south-west  winds  and  the  consequent  heavy  rainfall. 
This  damp  atmosphere,  when  combined  with  the  smoke  and 
dust,  have  a  detrimental  effect  on  Bronchial  and  Heart 
diseases,  which  contribute  so  largely  to  the  death-rate  of 
the  town. 

Throughout  the  year,  there  has  been  very  little  distress 
in  the  town,  and  though  commodities  have  cost  more, 
wages  have  been  high,  and  there  has  been  little  or  no  lack 
of  employment  for  those  willing  to  work. 

In  the  General  Hospital,  the  year  has  been  one  of  great 
stress,  no  less  than  1,884  In-Patients  and  6,522  Out- 
Patients  having  been  treated. 

The  well-equipped  operating  theatre  at  the  Workhouse: 
Infirmary  lias  also  been  made  good  use  of  for  many  persons 
unable  to  obtain  admission  to  the  General  Hospital.

owing  to  the  high  price  of  coal  and  coke,  and  the  increased 
cost  of  repairs,  the  working  expenses  have  been  high.  It 
is  difficult,  however,  to  say  that  any  other  method  would 
have  been  more  economical.  The  alternative  method  of 
carting  the  sludge  away  would  have  proved  equally  if  not 
more  expensive,  and  during  the  past  winter  would  have 
been  almost  impossible  to  have  carried  out.  All  the  grease 
and  manure  have  been  disposed  of. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 


The  work  of  converting  the  Pan  Closets  to  Water 
Closets  has  been  almost  entirely  suspended  during  the  year, 
and  also  the  issue  of  notices  for  the  provision  of  additional 
closet  accommodation,  but  the  inspection,  cleansing  and 
removal  of  blockages  has  been  carefully  attended  to.

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HOUSING. 

Various  circumstances,  engendered  by  war,  have  caused 
a  considerable  diminution  of  the  usual  work  undertaken  for 
the  improvement  of  housing  conditions.  The  absence  of 
members  of  the  staff,  the  difficulty  of  getting  more  than 
the  absolutely  necessary  repairs  carried  out,  the  extra 
liabilities  of }  perty  owners,  have  all  limited  the  activities 
in  this  respect. 


During  the  year,  1,551  houses  have  been  thoroughly 
examined,  and  action  taken  for  securing  the  necessary  repairs, 
and  625  others  were  inspected  on  account  of  various  com- 


The  number  of  new  houses  completed  during  the  year 
was  only  16.  A  glance  at  Table  No.  1  will  show  the  great 
diminution  of  house  building  in  recent  years.  Only  three 
houses  were  reported  to  the  Health  .Committee  during  the 
year.  One  of  these  was  improved  by  the  demolition  of 
some  old  buildings  at  the  back,  and  the  consideration  of  the 
other  two  was  adjourned  sine  die.

On  the  following  page  is  a  list  of  the  permanent  Staff 
of  the  Health  Department  and  of  the  School  Medical 
Department,  which  is  so  closely  allied. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  Superintendent 
School  Medical  Officer,  and  Chief  'tuberculosis  Officer. 

The  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers  are  usually 
entirely  employed  in  School  Work. 

The  war  has  naturally  called  for  service  nearly  all  those 
members  of  the  Staff  who  are  of  military  age. 

Both  Assistant  Medical  Officers,  all  the  Clerks,  except 
the  Chief  Clerk,  and  two  of  the  Inspectors,  and  one  School 
Nurse,  are  absent  on  this  duty. 

The  two  Lady  Inspectors,  Miss  Smith  and  Miss  Roth  well, 
who  were  appointed  in  1902,  to  undertake  the  Visitation  of 
Infants  and  give  instructions  in  Infant  Welfare,  resigned  in 
September.  During  the  14  years  in  which  they  have  been 
on  the  Staff,  the  reduction  of  Infant  Mortality  has  been 
from  an  average  of  180  to  an  average  of  129  per  1,000 
births,  and  their  influence  and  instruction  has,  to  a  very 
great  extent,  been  instrumental  in  securing  this  reduction. 
This  result  testifies  the  good  and  excellent  work  which  they 
have  given  while  in  the  service  of  the  Corporation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  INSPECTOR  FOR 

THE  YEAR  1916.

Sir, — 1  1  iave  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Report 
of  the  work  done  by  your  Staff  of  Inspectors  during  the 
year. 


During  the- year  we  have  had  five  cases  of  Contagious 
Diseases,  viz.: — 

(a)  Four  cases  of  Mange. 

(b)  One  suspected  case  of  Rabies. 


The  animals  affected  with  Mange  were  all  Horses ;  one 
Dog  was  destroyed  as  being  suspected  of  Rabies. 

During  the  year  23,317  visits  have  been  paid  to  pre¬ 
mises  where  food  is  prepared  or  exposed  for  sale. 

The  amount  of  diseased  or  unsound  food  destroyed 
during  the  year  amounts  to  nearly  twelve  tons.  Over  ten 
tons  have  been  surrendered  by  butchers.  In  three  cases 
seizures  of  diseased  meat  were  made,  and  the  three  offend  in  o* 

o 

butchers  were  each  afterwards  committed  to  prison  for  two 
months’  hard  labour. 

During  the  year  98  cases  of  Tuberculosis  in  animals 
have  been  reported,  in  addition  41  cases  were  found  by  the 
Inspector,  making  a  total  of  139  cases.  Of  these  139  cases 
99  cattle  and  40  swine  were  affected. 


We  began  the  year  with  44  Slaughter-houses  on  the 
Register.  One  lapsed  during  the  year  owing  to  the  pre¬ 
mises  being  unoccupied.  It  has  been  found  necessary  to 
serve  12  Notices  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  all  of  which 
were  complied  with.

During  the  year  194  samples  of  Food  have  been  pur¬ 
chased  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  in  addition  la 
samples  of  Food  were  purchased  informally,  a  total  of  207 
samples,  which  were  submitted  for  analysis. 


The  number  of  Smoke  Observations  taken  during  tlm 
veai  amounted  to  1,091,  as  compared  with  1,319  tala, 
during  the  previous  year.  The  limit  was  exceeded  in  1 1 
eases;  these  17  cases  were  dealt  with  as  follows 
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(a)  5  were  dealt  with  by  the  Magistrates. 

(b)  1  was  cautioned 

(c)  2  were  served  with  a  legal  notice  to  abate  the 

nuisance.

The  Inspection  of  the  Borough  for  the  purpose  of  ascer¬ 
taining  if  any  nuisances  existed  lias  resulted  in  3,388 
Notices  being  served,  in  addition  71  Notices  were  served  to 
substitute  Dust-bins  in  lieu  of  Ash-pits. 

In  connection  with  the  above  Notices,  11,126  re-visits 
were  paid. 


The  substitution  of  Dust-bins  in  lieu  of  Ash-pits  has 
only  been  dealt  with  on  a  very  small  scale  during  the  year. 
In  cases  only  where  the  owner  desired,  or  where  the  Ash¬ 
pit  was  dilapidated,  have  Bins  been  substituted.  1  )uring 

the  year  52  Ash-pits  have  been  demolished  and  134  Dust- 

¥• 

bins  substituted. 

From  the  18th  November,  1909,  when  we  began  this 
work,  6,585  Ash-pits  have  been  demolished,  and  16,763 
Dust-bins  substituted  at  a  cost  of  £6,273  7s.  Od.  to  the 
Corporation. 

During  the  year  four  additional  Closets  have  been  pro¬ 
vided  for  houses  which  had  insufficient  closet  accommodation. 
In  the  past  eight  years  1,724  additional  closets  have  been 
provided  for  4,280  houses  which  previously  had  1,614 
closets  In  addition,  two  closets  have  been  provided  in 
connection  with  workshops. 

House  Inspection.  —  During  the  year  1,551  houses  have 
been  inspected  under  the  Town  Planning  Act.  In  the  pre¬ 
vious  year  3,761  houses  were  inspected.  A  notice  to  cleanse 
was  served  on  190  householders,  of  these  153  had  complied 
with  the  notice  at  the  end  of  the  vear.  The  number  of

houses  found  structurally  defective  amounted  to  336,  of 
these  257  were  repaired  during  the  year.  Only  seven  houses 
were  found  overcrowded,  for  which  Notices  were  served  and 
six  were  complied  with.

.Houses  .Let  in  Lodgings. — During  the  year  8  cor, 
visits  were  paid  to  Furnished  Rooms.  As  a  result  of  th<  .s, 
Inspections  189  Notices  were  served  to  remedy  varhY 
nuisances,  of  which  182  were  complied  with.  The  custom 
is  to  visit  some  of  these  premises  once  per  month,  hut  there 
are  others  where  it  is  necessary  to  visit  at  shorter  intervals 
I  he  approaches  to  some  of  these  rooms  are  far  from  hein 
satisfactory,  the  staircases  and  passages  being  very  dark 
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Ini  echoes  Diseases.  The  number  of  visits  to  Infee 
tious  Diseases  amounted  to  723,  as  compared  with  i>45G 
visits  in  the  previous  year.  The  visits  to  cases  of  Phthisis 
numbered  158,  being  an  increase  of  42  as  compared  with 
the  previous  year.  The  visits  to  cases  of  Phthisis  are  made 
in  order  to  arrange  for  disinfection.

Owing  to  the  difficulty  experienced  by  the  mill  owners 
in  obtaining  suitable  firemen,  a  usual  procedure  has  been 
to  adjourn  the  consideration  of  the  case  for  two  or  three 
months,  in  order  that  further  observations  may  be  taken.

SMALLPOX. 

On!}'  one  case  of  this  Disease  was  notified,  and  though 
the  closest  enquiries  were  made,  not  the  slightest  tra°cc 
could  be  ascertained  as  to  the  source  of  the  disease.  The 
woman  did  not  follow  any  employment,  and  had  not  been 
out  of  the  town  or  had  bad  any  visitors  from  outside.  The 
disease  was  of  a  very  severe  type  (semi-confluent),  but  the 
pat  ient  fortunately  recovered.  The  nature  of  the  disease 
was  recognised  in  a  very  early  stage,  and  at  once  repotted. 
Every  person  who  had  been  in  contact,  comprising  members 
of  four  families,  consented  to  be  vaccinated,  with  the  result 
that  no  further  cases  occurred, 
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SCARLET  FEVER. 

Of  this  disease  only  149  cases  were  notified,  compared 
with  530  in  the  previous  year,  and  there  were  only  three 
deaths,  compared  with  17  in  1915. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

During  the  year  142  cases  were  notified,  and  29,  or  20'4 
per  cent.,  of  these  cases  died. 

In  the  year  1915,  86  cases,  and  in  the  year  1914,  164 
cases  were  notified. 

The  death  rate  for  this  disease  for  the  town  was  0*24, 
for  the  96  large  towns  the  average  was  0T5.  Enquiries 
are  made  respecting  each  case,  and  an  endeavour  made  to 
secure  good  isolation,  but  the  disease  appears  to  show  a 
general  tendency  to  increase  in  prevalence. 

ENTERIC  FEVER, 

Only  five  cases  of  this  disease  were  reported  during  the 
year.  This  is  the  lowest  number  of  notifications  of  this 
disease  ever  recorded  in  one  year,  the  lowest  number  pre¬ 
viously  being  11  in  the  year  1915. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

Nine  cases  were  notified  and  five  of  these  died.  Full 
enquiries  were  made  in  connection  with  each  of  these  cases. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

One  hundred  and  two  cases  were  notified,  and  there 
were  two  deaths,  one  in  a  child  aged  ten  and  the  other  in 
an  elderly  person.  The  great  majority  of  the  cases  were  of 
a  very  trivial  nature, 


CHICKEN  POX. 
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Tins  disease  is  not  notifiable.  About  240  cases  came  t< 
the  knowledge  of  the  Health  Department. 

MEASLES. 

There  was  a  considerable  epidemic  of  Measles,  especially 
towards  the  close  of  the  yea,.  The  great  majority  X 
cases  were  of  a  mild  type.  The  total  deaths  numbered

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RESPIRATORY  DISEASES. 

There  were  150  fewer  deaths  from  these  diseases  than  in 
the  previous  year.  This  diminution  occurred  both  as 
regards  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia.  The  much  smaller 
population  would  account  for  some  of  the  reduction  but  not 
the  whole  of  it.  -  The  actual  numbers  were — From  Bron¬ 
chitis  275,  Pneumonia  145,  Pleurisy  3,  and  other  forms  of 
Respiratory  Disease  21.  Sixty-eight  of  these  deaths  were 
in  children  under  the  age  one  year,  and  134  in  persons  over 
65  years  of  ane.

DIARRHOEA. 

Hie  deaths  attributed  to  this  cause  were  comparatively 
very  few,  numbering  only  32.  Twenty  of  these  were  in 
infants  under  one  year  of  age,  four  in  children  between  one 
and  two  }  rs,  and  seven  in  persons  GO  years  and  upwards. 
Twenty-four  deaths  were  also  ascribed  to  Enteritis,  and  15 
of  these  were  in  children  under  one  year  of  age.

INFANTILE  DEATHS. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  decrease  this  year  in  the 
number  of  deaths  of  children  under  the  age  of  one  year— 
viz.,  325,  instead  of  330,  and  476  in  the  year  1914. 

This,  however,  is  to  a  considerable  extent  accounted  for 
by  the  much  smaller  number  of  births. 


The  Infantile  Mortality  rate,  which  is  almost  the  only 
orrect  death  rate  which  at  the  present  time  can  be  ema¬ 
nated,  has  also  slightly  decreased,  and  was  122  per  1,000. 
M-dis’  compared  with  126  in  the  previous  year,  and  an: 
iverage  for  the  previous  10  years  of  137  per  1,000.  Though 
u,  improvement  on  previous  years,  this  rate  ought  yet  to  be 
capable  of  considerable  reduction,  and  the  additional  efforts 
in  this  direction,  towards  which  the  increased  stall  of  Health 
Visitors,  as  arranged  for  towards  the  close  of  the  year,  will 
contribute,  and  probably  tend  to  secure  this  desired  result 
By  extending  this  work  to  those  over  one  year  of  age,  there 
will  also  be  a  reduction  in  the  loss  ot  children  under  five 
years,  and  many  others  will  be  prevented  from  becoming; 
v  ikly  or  crippled  children.

The  large  increase  of  illegitimate  births  which  had  been 

propnesied  did  not  take  place.  In  the  whole  of  England 

aud  ^alesthe  mcrease  in  the  number  of  these  births  over 

the  previous  year  was  1,567,  in  Lancashire  the  increase 
was  only  45. 

In  Oldham  there  were  155  Illegitimate  Births  registered 

compared  with  154  in  1915,  and  201  in  the  year  19*14  and 

some  of  these  were  born  in  the  Union  Hospital,  and  do  not 

properly  belong  to  Oldham.  Out  of  this  number  34  died 

uncxr  one  year  of  age,  giving  a  mortality  rate  of  219  per 

L0°0,  compared  with  the  rate  of  116  per  1,000  births  in 
legitimate  children. 

A  considerable  saving  of  infant  life  could  be  effected  if 

these  children  could  be  secured  suitable  homes,  or  measures 

con  to  assist  the  mother  when  help  was  necessary.  In 

no  case  is  it  more  true  that  “  the  sins  of  the  parent  are 
visited  on  the  children.” 
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There  are  many  infants  besides  a  proportion  of  the  ille- 
gitimate  ones  who  might  be  described  as  “  unwanted 
babies,”  who  receive  so  little  care  and  attention  that  they 
either  find  an  early  grave  or  subsequently  come  under  the 
public  care  in  hospital,  asylum,  workhouse,  or  prison.  It 


would  certainly  preserve  many  lives,  and  in  the  long  run 
cost  less  to  take  charge  of  them  at  an  early  age,  rear  them 
in  a  healthy  manner,  and  so  cause  them  to  become  useful 
and  profitable  citizens  of  the  country. 

The  following  Table  compares  the  Death  rate  among 
infants  in  the  town  from  certain  classes  of  disease  during 
the  six  years  previous  to  the  employment  of  Women 
Inspectors,  during  the  si  years  after  their  employment, 
and  during  the  first  six  years  in  which  the  Notification  of 
Births  has  been  in  force,  with  the  present  year  :

Health  Visitors.— There  are  three  Health  Visitors, 
and  authority  was  given  towards  the  close  of  the  year  to 
appoint  a  fourth.  These  women  visit  cases  of  puerperal 
fever,  measles,  whooping  cough,  chicken  pox,  etc.,  and 
inspect  workshops  where  females  are  employed.  First  visits 
to  infants  are  made  as  soon  as  possible  after  birth  when 
midwives  are  in  attendance,  and  about  ten  days  after  birth 
ii  doctors  are  attending.  Re-visits  are  only  made  in  special 
eases.  During  101 6,  3,692  visits,  were  made  to  2,604 
infants,  320  visits  in  connection  with  the  deaths  of  infants, 
2,2o0  visits  to  cases  of  infectious  disease,  and  39  special 
visits.  Cases  ot  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  are  visited  by  the 
Medical  Officer  o.  Health  or  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.

Centres.  (A)  Municipal. 

(1)  One  Municipal  Centre  in  St.  James’  Free  Church 
School,  Manchester  Road,  where  consultations  for  children 
up  to  five  years  of  age  are  conducted  fortnightly  by  an 
assistant  Medical  Officer  (lady),  assisted  by  a  Health  Visitor 
ana  two  voluntary  helpers.  Infants  under  two  years  old 
are  weighed  and  examined,  and  advice  is  given  to  mothers. 
I  lie  Centre  is  also  open  weekly,  apart  from  consultations 
under  the  superintendence  of  a  Health  Visitor,  assisted  by 
two  voluntary  helpers  and  a  sewing  mistress,  for  classes  in 
sewing  and  making  infants’ garments,  cookery,  and  in  infant 
care  and  management.  The  average  number  of  babies 
weighed  was  10,  and  the  average  number  of  mothers  25  at 


each  meeting. 


(2)  A  School  for  Mothers  and  Infant  Clinic  at  the 
Oldham  Hay  Nursery  at  Overens  Street,  Rees  Road,  which 
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are  now  under  toe  direction  and  control  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  A  School  for  Mothers  and  Infant  Clinic 
are  held  alternate  weeks.  An  assistant  Medical  Officer 
(lady)  attends  at  the  infant  clinic,  and  is  assisted  by  the 
nurse  and  by  one  of  the  Health  Visitors.  Infants  are 
weighed  and  examined,  and  advice  is  given  to  mothers.  At 
the  school  for  mothers  one  of  the  Health  Visitor’s  gives 
lectures  and  instruction.  Voluntary  helpers  also  assist. 

•  (3)  An  Infant  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Bent  House  School 

for  Mothers,  where  the  babies  are  weighed  and  advice  given 
to  mothers  at  fortnightly  meetings.  An  assistant  Medical 
Officer  (lady)  attends  at  these  clinics.  Voluntary  helpers 
assist  in  the  work,  and  at  the  school  for  mothers. 

THE  MID  WIVES’  ACT. 

It  was  possible  to  visit  only  a  few  of  the  Mid  wives,  and 
these  visits  have  usually  beer  .  ale  in  consequence  of  some 
report.  Early  in  the  current  year,  however,  measures  were 
approved  which  will  secure  in  future  efficient  and  regular 
inspection. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  those  Midwives  who  practised  I 
in  the  Borough  during  the  year  : — 

In  the  year  1915  there  were  25  Mid  wives  who  had! 
received  training  arid  held  certificates,  and  35  untrained. 
In  1916  there  were  28  trained  and  29  untrained,  a  total! 
decrease  ol  three.  Some  of  the  older  ones  practice  very 
little.
